Steelworkers announced today his 
union wants a package increase of 
SO cents per hour In their current 
dispute with the steel companies, 
Including a fourth round wage In- 
crease of 12 1-2 cents. 


Murray revealed the 
demands 


for the first time at the opening 
session of the fact finding board 
appointed by President Truman to 
avert a strike in the dispute. 
Murray was the first speaker for 
the union before the board. 
The demands also Include 11,23 
cents per hour for pensions 
and 


6.27 
cents per hour for social in- 
Buraoe. 
"The union is not afraid to have 
Ills side of the dispute examined 
In the public Interest," the gray- 
haired union head told the board. 
"The Industry, on the other hand, 
had been desperately anxious to 
conceal the economic facts from 
impartial scrutiny. 
"The industry is amassing prof- 
Its at the staggering rate approxi- 
mating one billion dollars annually 


_ after all taxes. This is a record 
high never approached before, even 
in the boom year of 1939." 
The union says that the current 
average basic wage rate of stee 
workers Is $1.65 per hour. In the 
previous three rounds of postwar 
wage increases, the union got 18 
1-2 In 1946, 15 cents'In 1947, and 13 
cents in 1(948. The figures for the 
last two years Include some fringi 
benefits.

DALLAS, July 28—<#)—Secretary 


of Agriculture Charles F. Brannan 
said today the dropping dollar-bal- 
ance of nations in the sterling bloc 
"could seriously disrupt the South's 
exports in cotton and tobacco." 


He listed 
International 
trade, 


farm Income, and the trend of the 
cotton carryover as elements "basic 
to the welfare and security of the 
cotton farmer." 
Brannan's remarks were prepar- 
ed for delivery (10 a. m. GST) to 
the 10th annual cotton 
research 
congress. 
The congress opened 
yesterday and ends tomorrow. 
He said farm purchasing power 
had been reduced through 
farm 
prices "falling faster and farther 
than non-farm prices. He said the 
United States will begin the new 
cotton year next week with a car- 
ryover of about 5,800,000 bales. 
"Well Informed men in the cot- 
ton trade expect that domestic con- 
sumption and the export market 
in the .coming year may amount to 
about thirteen million bales," Bran- 
nan said. "This points to a 1950 
carryover of;'something over seven 
million 'bales' ' 
"A steadily rising carryover is a 
challenging trend. We cannot af- 
ford to undergo again the exhau- 
sting experience of another gigan- 
tic accumulation of cotton." 
Reed Dunn, Jr., in a summary 
for delivery fater Brannan spoke, 
said the primary problem in main- 
taining U. S. cotton exports will 
be increasing dollar 
purchasing 
power sufficient to permit contin- 
ued purchases in this 
country. 
Dunn Is director of the 
foreign 
trade division of the National Cot- 
ton Council. 
Brannan gave this picture of ex- 
ports: 
A prospect that "largely because 


of our foreign recovery programs 
our exports may rise to around the 
1935-1939 average of five and 
a 
third million bales." 
About four and 
three-quarter 
million bales shipped abroad dur- 
ing the crop year now coming to a 
close, a bettering of "our own esti- 
mate of last fall that the export 
market would take about 4,000,000 
bales." 
The Chinese market for a half 
million bales is "a doubtful area."

"The committee just had to find 
an excuse for its ruling. They just 
whitewashed the thing." 
The former governor said the 
Senate rules committee has, in the 
past, entertained protests over pri- 
mary election results, "especially 
in cases where the primary is 
equivalent to election, as in Texas." 
Stevenson said "We'll investigate 
and do everything possible."

added he was "mainly Interested in 
seeing that the people of Texas get 
the facts they have a right to get."

He also suggested that Russia 
is approaching a crossroads In Its 
policies toward the West where It 
may have to choose whether to 
continue trying conquest by polit- 
ical means or to resort to "mili- 
tary means." 


Acheson appeared before the

gram, already under attack by 
influential congress members. 


Acheson said "the mere pres- 
ence ' of the large Russian forces 
has had a psychological effect 
that has been damaging to re- 
covery and stability, and has been 
a major Influence In the loss of 
freedom and self determination In 
Important areas of Europe. 


"Nor can the possibilities of d|. 
rect military aggression 
be Ig- 
nored," he aald. "When political 
aggression fails, as It haB failed 
so far In Western Europe, totali- 
tarian regimes are often tempted 
to gain their objectives by military 
means, particularly when 
they 


consider that no effective resist- 
ance is possible.

Authority For 
FalconDam Power 
Plant Is Sought 


WASHINGTON. July 
28.—(IP)— 


The State Department sent a re- 
quest to the Senate yesterday ask- 
ing authority to build a hydroelec- 
tric power plant In connection with 
the Falcon Dam on the Rio Grande. 


The United States and Mexico 


would equally share the cost of the 
plant and share any power devel- 
oped. Falcon Dam Is one of three 
authorized under a 1911 treaty be- 
tween the two nations. 


The State Department estimated 


the cost of the power plant at 
$10,710,000. Its annual production 
was estimated at 200,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours of firm and 60,000,000 
kilowatt hours of secondary power. 


Total power production of the 


three dams is expected to 
total 


100,000,000 kilowatt hours firm and 
10,000,000 secondary power.

WASHINGTON. July 28-W- 
The lenate rules committee yes- 
terday had Us final say In the Lyn- 
don Johnson-Coke Stevenson sena- 
tors] election controversy. It up- 
held Johnson's election. 


Turner L. 
Smith, 
committee 
counsel, said the action In the Tex- 
as case was final because no for- 
mal general election contest was 
filed. 


Former Governor Stevenson con- 
tested Johnson's victory In the 1948 
Democratic runoff primary. 
He 
lost by 87 votes. 
The committee 
reported 
that 
Stevenson did not follow the reme- 
ly provided by state laws when he 
failed to file suit In a Texas dis- 
trict court. 
"Instead, he filed a suit In equity 
In a United States district court In 
Fort Worth, Texas, seeking to en- 
join the election Officials of the 
state from placblng Johnson's name 
on the official ballot to be voted In 
the general election," the 
report 
said. 
It added that a full 
re-count 
would have been necessary for the 
committee to arrive at Its own de- 
termination of the primary results. 
This might have been accomplish- 
ed, the committee said, If the rules 
subcommittee had Impounded all 
ballot boxes or If Stevenson had 
filed a contest In a Texas district 
court.

Defense counsel, headed by At- 
orney Matt Dawson, charged that 
he jury while deliberating, "re- 
elved new, unsworn and addl- 
onal testimony" regarding Cump- 
ton that was not offered during 
he trial. Affidavits of two jur- 
rs—John Pugh and Chester Norrls 
—were attached to the motion, re- 
eallng jurymen's discussions of 
lese matters: 
1. "Past unsavory character of 
tie defendant" 
2. "Cumpston must have been 
bad officer for otherwise the 
grand jury would not have Indlct- 
d him." 
3. "Defendant' was a pretty 
mean man and he had been In 
ther trouble in the past.' 
4. That the defendant "murder- 
d" a Mexican once. 
6. That a former Navarro county 
herlff (Rufua Pevehouse) never 
Id carry a gun, and for this rea- 
on jurors felt that the defend- 
ant should not have had a gun 
when attempting to arrest the 
ilaln man. 


Other reasons cited by the de- 
fense In asking a now trial In- 
cluded:

The defense's 
objection was sustained, but tho 
motion contended that the ques- 
tion -had a "harmful effec.."

married. The training for 
home-making includes first- 
hand experience in market- 
ing and budgeting, meal 
planning and table setting. 


The simple techniques of 


affectionate treatment and 
understanding patience are 
used to make each girl feel 
that she is liked and has her 
own place in the home.

RULE OF BUCK PASSING

going begging. In times of 
general unemployment this 
problem of area joblessness 
becomes intensified. 


It remains to be seen how 


much federal spending and 
activity can be juggled about 
from area to area. If the 
amount is substantial, intel- 
ligent 
distribution of 
it 


might iron out some of the 
geographical hills and val- 
leys of the general employ- 
ment situation.

COLD PEACE 


If anybody is in a position 


to diagnose, the state of the 
world, it is Trygve Lie, thf 
Norwegian who is secretary 
general of the United Na- 
tions. As he left for a six- 
week vacation in his native 
country, he announced that 
the international 
situation 


has improved substantially 
over what it was a year ago. 
Said he: 
"The past year has been 


marked by some accomplish- 
ments, and the international 
tension has been definitely 
lessened. I hope we have got 
through the so-called 'cold 
war,' and that we are enter 
ing a period that can be 
characterized as a period of 
'cold peace.'" 


"Cold war" and "cold 


peace" may be hard for par- 
ticipants to tell apart, but 
one points definitely toward 
world destruction, and the 
other toward a hopeful fu- 
ture. 


For a long time it has 


been customary in miltary 
services to require men in 
the lower ranks to obtain the 
consent of their commanders 
in order to marry. The chief 
reason is that the men in 
those ranks are not paid 
what is generally considered 
an amount adequate to sup- 
port a family, and it's not 
regarded as good for the ser- 
vice to have a lot of men 
worrying about paying next 
month's family bills. 


The Air Force had such a 


rule, which has now been re- 
scinded; hereafter 
a man 


need only advise his com- 
mander of intent to marry, 
and appropriate counsel will 
be offered, take it or leave it. 
This probably will be view 
ed as a new step in the eman- 
cipation of the men in the 
lower ranks. 


The real emancipation is 


for the commanders, who 
need no longer shoulder the 
unenviable responsibility of 
telling.a man to, or not to, 
marry. 


Gen. Charles De Gaulle of 


France has revived the old 
charge that a mistaken de- 
cision of the Allied state 
chiefs at Yalta turned Ber- 
lin over to the Russians, in- 
stead of letting it be captur- 
ed by American troops un- 
der Gen. Geo. S. Patton Jr. 
Apparently' this accusation 
is to follow war-time lead- 
ers for a long time. 


This charge was refuted 


by Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
who issued the orders which 
halted Patton's 
eastward 


movement. He has point- 
ed out in his book, "Cru- 
sade in Europe," that at 
the end of March, 1945, our 
forces were 300 miles from 
Berlin, and the Russians 
only 30. We had the strong 
barrier of the Elbe River to 
force, the Russians' had 
none. The decision to let the 
Russians take Berlin was 
based on ho sinister pact, but 
on the common sense of the 
situation, says Eisenhower 


De Gaulle seems to re- 


semble more than one Am- 
erican politician. He seeks 
to strengthen his position at 
home by attacking foreign 
countries. In spite of his 
great services to France, 
there is, no reason for al- 
ways listening^ to him.

The government Is broadening Its 
farm price support operations In a 
move to stabilize markets 
being 
weakened by shrinking foreign de- 
mands and Increasing home pro- 
duction. 
The agriculture department has 
added cottonseed and cheese to a 
long list of agricultural commodi- 
ties under which It has 
placed 
price floors. Its price support op- 
erations of the past two years have 
aproached $3,000,000,000. 
More than $2.000,000,000 In depart- 
ment funds are Invested In grains, 
cotton, butter, dried milk, fried 
eggs, and other postwar surplus 
commodities which the agency has 
either taken over or la obligated to 
take over from farmera under the 
support programs. 
If present farm production pros- 
pects materialize and no new mark- 
et outlets bob up, It Is possible all 
the 
$4,780,000,000 
price-support 
funds of the department's Commo- 
dity Credit Corporation will have 
been exhausted In 1940, 


Vast amounts will be needed to 
support this year's corn and cotton 
"ffP". unless yields turn out con- 
siderably less than Indicated. 
.This year will be the first time 
the department 
has 
supported 
grower prices of cottonseed. 
There was an acute world short- 
age of food fats and oils until late 
last year. Now Increased supplies 
of vegetable oils from 
the 
Far 
East and continued high level do- 
mestic production of peanuts and 
soybeans and an Increased output 
of lard have 
greatly 
weakened 
prices for al) these products. 


The decision to buy cheese was 
to strengthen producer prices of 
milk, which have dropped below

Alert To Present Day Happ

Mrs. Josephine Bowden, 98, be- 
lieved to be Navarro bounty's old- 
est resident, Is hale and hearty- 
alert and interested 
in 
current 


events — tats — reads — talks and 
looks after her own financial af- 
fairs. 


She walks with a cane for pro- 


tection, but could get along with- 
out It, since she fell a dozen years 
ago and broke a hip—"I was In 
a cast ten weeks then," she said. 


Known as "Grandma" Bowden 


to all of the people In the Tupelo 
community where she has resided 
most of the time since 1878 and 
to her 93 living descendants, the 
last living charter member of 
the First Baptist church at Rice 
chatted with the news reporter 
and members of the family for 
almost an hour Wednesday after- 
noon at the J. D. Burdine home 
where she resides. Her old home 
is some three-quarters of a mile 
distant. 


"How 
long have you been a 
JSaptistT", tne reporter askea, 
and her snappy reply was "All 
my life!" She was baptized at 
the age of 16, making her a 
member of that 
denomination 


for 84 years. 
Born December 24, I860, In Ten- 


nessee, she married the late H. 
A. Bowden, who died in 1913, in 
Tennessee In 1870. They came to 
Bell county In 1877 and then to 
Tupelo the following year. 


When the interview started, four 


generations were present—Grand- 
ma Bowden, her daughter, Mrs. 
Burdine; Mrs. Burdlne's daughter, 
Mrs. Ruth Burdine Jones and Da- 
vis Evelyn Jones, the forth gen- 
eration and great-granddaughter, 
& Junior high student in Corslcana 
schools. Other members of the 
family also later joined the group 
as "Grandma" told experiences. 
- Mrs. Bowden remembers vivid- 
ly four wars—the War Between 
the States, Spanish-American and 
World Wars I and H. 


"I remember the 
Civil War 
beat berause It 
was 
closest," 
Urandma related. "Those were 
hard times." 
Mrs. Bowden said that- groups 


of 100 men on horseback would 
arlve at her home and demand 
that meals be cooked. 
"Sometimes we stayed In the 


kitchen until midnight cooking 
for those soldiers—both our side 
and the Yankees." 


Robbers also were troublesome, 
too. 


One of the ways of making the 
Southerners reveal 
their hidden 


money was by the placing of a 
rope about the victim's neck and 
raising him off the ground, 


"Grandpa Bowden, my father-ln- 
LW, revealed his money hiding 


place after he was lifted off the 
ground by a rope around his neck 
the third time/1 Mrs, Bowden said, 
"but ^my father, William Henry 
Todd, dodged them—he slept away 
from the house—at the barn and 
other places and wasn't caught." 


Continuing, Grandma said the 


elder Bowden operated a cotton gin 
and had cached hia savings in a 
hole under the gin press. His rob- 
bers forced him to dig the money 
out and turn it over to them. 


"My mother outsmarted 
them 
too," Grandma said with a twinkle 
In her dark eyes. 


"She sewed $1,000 in a sack and 
yore it around her waist." she ad- 
ded, 
and then explained that it 
was necessary to hide money be- 
cause "there were no banks then." 
She described the hearing of 
'cannon shots between the oppos- 
ing armies In her native Ten- 
J^see and on the shifting back 
andronn or tne lines ana armies. 


*. "That one (Civil War) seemed 
the -worst to me because It was 
*o close." 


A grandson, Scott T. Bowden, 
aS killed in World War II 
Mrs. Bowden resided at the'old* 
Homestead In Tupelo until 1925 
When she came to Corslcana and 
remained with relatives for 12 
years until she broke a hip in a 
loll, and Blnce that time has re- 
elded with the Burdine family. 
i.When asked whether or not she 
plans any type of celebration on 
n«r 100th birthday, she replied: 
'•* "No." 


She intimated she was getting 
very old, but her actions and looks 
,don't bear out the almost a cen- 
tury she has lived—and relatives 
and others think she will exceed 
the century mark.

"I don't feel well all the time

Texas and also Article 3012 of the 
Revised Civil Statutes of Texas.

cause for the mayor and four 
city commissioners points out that 
the required notice of contesting 
any general or special elecion to 
the defndants was not met by

An interpretation rendered to- 


day by City Atty, Julius Jacobs 
states any school indebtedness pre- 
viously held by the city of Cor- 
sicana becomes the responsibility 
of the newly-created school dis- 
trict after Oct. 1, 1949. This will 
become effective after the school 
district has by vote of the people, 
assumed 
tho 
indebtedness 
and 


authorized a tax to pay it. 


I 
Tho opinion was asked by City 


Secretary J, Preston Welch af- 


I ter the 
city commissioners In- 


quired as to the status of the 
city since tne recent 
election 


when the people voted to have 
a separate school district. 
In his letter to the city secre- 


tary, Jacobs said: 


"Assuming the school district, 


by vote of the people prior to 
Oct. 1, 1949, assumes its outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness and au- 
thorizes the levy of a tax, the 
fiscal year of 
the 
independent 


school district will run from Oct. 
1 each year to Sept. 30 of each 
year. 


"The payment of all interest in- 


stallments that become due on Aug. 
1 of this year was properly made 
by the city, (a total of $16,500), 
since It was the city's obligation. 


"The 40-year bond Issue, which 


originated Dec, 1 1916, will become 
the school district's obligation af- 
ter Oct. 1 of this year, and the 
installment, becoming due Dec. 1 
will be paid by the district. 


"Out of our interest and sink- 


ing fund, we will have to pay 
over to tho school district 34- 
40ths of the $25,000 bond issue, 
approximately $21,250. Other than 
that, the rest of the interest and 
sinking fund belongs to the cfty. 


"Any 
indebtedness becoming due 


on or after Oct. 1, 1949, is the 
responsibility of the school dis- 
trict." 


Jacobs pointed out that there 


are three serial school bond is- 
sues. All bonds mature on Aug. 
1, and all interest payments ma- 
ture semi-annually, on Feb. 1 and 
Aug. 1 of each year. He said the 
city has paid the $16,550 whUVi 
falls due Aug. 1. These payments 
were In the amounts of $8,25; $2,- 
425, and $5,500. 


The school district will be re- 


| sponsible, under Jacobs* ruling, for 
the interest payments on Feb. 1, 


I and also for principal payments 
which fell due on the same date. 
Principal duc on Feb. 1 is in the 
amount of $27,000. The payments 
are for $17,000, $8,000, and $4,000. 


Jacobs consulted with Clarence 
. Crowe of tho Dallas law firm 


of McCall, Parkhurst and Crowe, 
before he completed his opinion. 
Crowe said: "The school district 
is obligated to pay the interest 
due Dec. 1, 1949, on the Issue of 
bonds -dated Dec. 1, 1915, and 
which matures Dec. 1, 1955." 


He nddert: "You are correct In 


assuming that the city should 
pay to the scnooi district on 
Dec. 
1, 1949, S4-40ths of the ac- 


cumulation in the interest and 
sinking fund to the credit or 
the above described bonds, and 
tu?treafter the cltv wlil have no 
obligation to the school district 
out of the interest and sinking 
fund."

Crowe also said it was the city's 


obligation to meet the 
interest 


paymens which become due Aug. 
1, because the school as yet has 
no taxing power although it Is a 
separate entity now. 


"The principal and interest fall- 


Ing due Feb. 1, 1950, on such Is- 
sues js the obligation of the school 
district," Crowe said. 


The Dallas attorney said any 


indebtedness becoming due on or 
after Oct. 1, 1949, is the responsi- 
bility of the school district. He 
noted that such conditions will 
become effective only after the dis- 
trict has voted to assume the In- 
debtedness and authorize a tax

since the return day of said elec- 
tion, and plaintiff has never at 
any time served any notice of 
his Intention to contest such elec- 
tion." 


The answer set out that the glv- 
ier of notice requirement Is pre- 


requisite to jurisdiction of the Dis- 
trict Court to hear and determine 
any election, contest, and Jacobs 
asked that the court dismiss for 
want of jurisdiction. The answer 
also denied all allegations contain- 
ed in the plaintiff's petition.
